THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

for  the  Year  1945 


Hr  HE  Board  of  Management  has  pleasure  in  presenting  its  Annual  Report 
1  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1945. 

WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  Children’s  Ward,  closed  by  the  instruction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  1939,  was  re-opened  in  June. 

An  important  feature  of  the  year’s  work  has  been  the  introduction  of 
Penicillin  treatment.  Considerable  expenditure  has  been  incurred  in  structural 
alterations  and  the  purchase  of  equipment  for  the  preparation  and  storage  of 
Penicillin  Cream  under  perfect  conditions. 

Out-Patients.  Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  annual 
increases  in  the  number  of  Patients  treated.  The  year  1945  has  proved  to 
be  no  exception.  The  Board  has  been  considering  the  problems  of  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  the  large  number  of  Patients  attending  the  Hospital  and  hopes  to 
improve  the  existing  facilities  as  soon  as  it  becomes  possible  to  do  so.

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

It  is  with  the  deepest  sorrow  that  the  Board  records  the  death  of  Dr.  G.  H. 
Lancashire,  who  for  50  years  rendered  most  valuable  service  to  the  Hospital. 
Dr.  Lancashire  was  a  member  of  the  Honorary  Staff  for  35  years  having  been 
first  appointed  in  1895. 
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The  Victoria  University  of  Manchester  has  conferred  upon  Dr.  Louis 
Savatard  the  honorary  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  Dr.  Savatard  has  served 
the  Hospital  for  46  years  past  with  skill  and  loyalty  and  the  Board  records 
the  fact  of  the  conference  of  the  degree  with  pleasure  and  satisfaction. 

Dr.  A.  Aspinall  retired  from  the  position  of  Assistant  Medical  Officer  in 
January,  after  ten  years  devoted  service  and  her  place  was  taken  by  Dr.  G. 
*  Auckland,  who  had  served  the  Hospital  as  House  Surgeon  and  Resident 
Medical  Officer. 

Dr.  C.  A.  Lorigan  was  appointed  House  Surgeon  in  April. 

The  Board  records  with  pleasure  the  return  of  Dr.  S.  R.  A.  Beckett  from 
six  year’s  service  with  H.M.  Forces. 

Under  the  arrangement  with  the  Christie  Hospital,  Dr.  A.  G.  G.  Melville 
has  now  taken  the  place  of  Dr.  M.  Bennett  as  Radiotherapist. 

The  work  of  the  Honorary  and  Salaried  Staff  has  been  particularly  arduous 
throughout  the  year.  The  ready  acceptance  of  additional  responsibility  calls 
for  the  warmest  praise  and  the  Board  would  once  again  express  its  gratitude. 

Post  Graduate  Instruction.  The  Hospital  is  participating  in  the  Ministry 
of  Health’s  Scheme  for  Post-Graduate  instruction  for  demobilised  Doctors. 
Dr.  P.  B.  Mumford  is  the  Hospital  representative  on  the  Post-Graduate 
Committee. 

NURSING  STAFF. 

Miss  J.  L.  Jones,  for  14  years  Matron  of  the  Hospital,  resigned  in  February, 
and  the  Board  records  its  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  which  she 
rendered.  In  her  place  the  Hospital  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  appoint 
Miss  H.  A.  Mason,  formerly  Matron  of  the  London  Chest  Hospital,  as  Matron, 
and  she  commenced  her  duties  in  March. 

There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  Nursing  staff  at 
the  Hospital,  which  fact  the  Board  is  glad  to  record. 

The  Board  extends  to  Matron  and  the  Nursing  Staff  its  appreciation  of 
devoted  and  efficient  service. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  AND  GENERAL  STAFFS. 

The  appreciation  of  the  Board  is  also  extended  to  the  General 
Superintendent  and  members  of  the  Administrative  and  General  Staffs  for 
their  valuable  services  and  loyal  co-operation.

FINANCE. 

The  Hospital’s  Accounts  for  the  year  under  review  reveal  the  fact  that 
there  has  been  an  excess  of  Total  Expenditure  over  Total  Income  of  £513  8s.  9d. 

Income.  Annual  Subscriptions  and  Donations  show  an  increase  compared 
with  the  previous  year  of  £112.  The  amount  received  in  respect  of  services 
rendered  exceeds  that  of  1944  by  £634. 

Expenditure.  The  ordinary  expenditure  shows  an  increase  of  £1,594 
over  the  1944  total.  The  re-opening  of  the  Children’s  Ward  has  contributed 
to  this  increase,  particularly  in  regard  to  Provisions  and  Nursing  Salaries. 
The  cost  of  Dressings  and  Bandages  has  increased  from  £567  to  £1,024.
